Greek Merchant's Death by 
Assassination Causes New 
Threat 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

PARIS, Aug. 2.—Gen. Pangalos. 
the Greek dictator, is preparing 
to invade Bulgaria. As a _ result 
of the assassination of a promi- 
nent Greek merchant in Bulgaria 
Gen. Pangalos has rushed two elite 
divisions of the Greek army to 
the Bulgarian frontier and sent 
an ultimatum to Sofia demanding 
the immediate punishment of the 
assassins. 
~The Greek frontier commanders 
are preparing to march three miles 
into Buigarian territory as the 
first warning and the war ministry 
is preparing to send other troops 


to the frontier to support. the 
movement. 
The Bulgarian government is 


going to appeal to the League of 
Nations to stop the Greek invasion 
but Gen. Pangalos has refused to 
submit the dispute to the League's‘ 
arbitration. 

The merchant, named M. Nico- 
laides, was assassinated in the 
town of Stan Imaka a week ago. 
The crime was only one of many 
incidents during the exchange of 
threats. 

The Greeks are driving all Bul- 
garians out of Thrace and Mace- 
donia and 6000 Greeks remaining 
in Bulgaria are being threatened, 
according to dispatches.

ROME, Aug. 2.—An amnesty de- 
cree of far-reaching proportions 
freeing all political offenders ex- 
cept murderers and releasing from 
the jails prisoners of all kinds, has 
been nted rs an act of royai 
clemency and as a contribution to 
national pacification on the occa- 
sion of the completion of the quar- 
ter-century reign of King Victor 
Emmanuel. It is estimated that 
between 10,000 and 12,000 per- 
sons will be affected. 

Under the decree those gullty of 
political crimes Will be freed ex- 
cept when the motives were pure- 
ly personal and when murder, even 
unintentional was committed. 
Thus, those accused of implication 
in the Matteotti murder are ex- 
cluded. The decree also releases 
criminal offenders in many minor 
categories, except when death re- 
sulted from the crimes. Those re- 
leased will include men and women 
serving one year or less.

The real fate of the blockhouse

fenders’ barbed wire and even un- 
dermine the fort itself. i 

Four times we flew close over 
the ruins, and each of our visits 
was met with a reception that left 
no question as to the partisan 
character of the new occupants. 


TROOPS MOVE OUT 
Retween visits we made half a 
dozen trips over the terrain be- 
tween Ain Bouaissa and the near- 
est post, Teroual, five miles dis- 
tant, from which we observed de- 
part two mobile columns of infan- 


lery. They moved out in the early 
morning sun like companies of ri- 
flemen advancing in paraliel lines, 
single file. The men walked slow- 
ly, crouching low and taking ad- 
vantage of all contours. 

I saw the French waves encoun- 

ter and overcome an intense re- 
sistance around a small, half-de- 
molished white block house occu- 
pied by the enemy on a rocky pin- 
nacle. 
On the second intervening ridge 
lthe infantry drove the Riffiane 
from the crest craters, but the lat- 
|ter hung stubborniy to positions 
half-way down the opposite side. 


GUNS POUND CRESTS 

During the entire advance the 
guns of Teroual were pounding 
each succeeding crest, with high 
explosives on the ridges and 
shrapne! bursting over the dark- 
green paths in the olive and or- 
ange groves and in the shadows of 
the ravines. Both slopes of the 
ridges were soon covered with 
rings of blue smoke, while it was 
quite easy to see the effectiveness 
of the fire. with numbers of run- 
ning RiMflians rushing through the 
valleys, where accompanying 
planes swooped on them, using 
machine guns and small thirty- 
pound bombs with death-dealing 
effect. 

My observation of tiday’s war- 
‘fare between Teroual and the he- 
roic post of Ain Bouasiesa ended 
after three hours in the air, when 
we returned safely to the aero- 
drome here at Fez, quiet and 
peaceful in the morning sun, just 
twenty-five minutes by air from 
the place where the battle rages.

A number of the newer subdivi- 
sions have community clubs where 
all residents are eligible. 


PLAYGROUNDS AIDED 


William EE. Harmon, one of the 
best known developers of suburban 
real estate in this country, has for 
many years been interested in the 
Playground movement and has 
created the Harmon Foundation 
through which have been estab- 
lished some thirty playgrounds in 
a number of States. This corpora- 
tion plans thie year to give out- 
right fifty playgrounds to growing 
towns and cities throughou the 
United States. 

At the same time Mr. Harmon 
is seeking to ineulcate into the 
minds of other real estate dealers 
the importance of providing a 
safe place where the children of 
a neighborhood may play. This 
of course applies chiefly, to those 
real estate dealers interested in 
developing subdivisions. It is Mr. 
Harmon's idea that a certain per- 
centage of the land in the subdi- 
vision should be get aside for a 
permanent playground. He says 
that any possible loss which the 
owner might feel he suffers would 
be more than offset by the faet 
that such facilities will materially 


aid in speeding up the sale of 
lots. 
Experience has shown that the 


firet quarter of a subdivision prac- 
tically selis itself; the second - 
ter is a simple matter: the third 
is dificult to sell, and the last 
quarter sometimes seems almost 
impossible to sell. It has been said 
that In many cases the last quarter 
has eaten up the entire profit. The 
provision of playground space for 
the children and club facilities for 
grown-ups, therefore, is deemed a 
sound economic plan. In this era 
of motor cars, & safe play space 
for the children is a decided at- 
traction for parents seeking to pur- 
chase homes. It has been estimated 
that in one year over 4096 children 
were killed hy automobiles.

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—The mar- 
ket continued last week's advance 
through Morttday’s session when 
prices made a further rise of about 
30 points, October going up to 
25.55 cents, December 25.70 cents.

This advance was due to the con- 
tinuance of last week's bad crop 
reports: from Central a Sotth 
Texas and from the effects of the 
long drought there and recent ex- 
tremely high temperatures. 
Some of these crop reports have 
made the conditions as low as 50 
per cent for Texas, against 56 per 
cent i nthe last government crop 
figured to July 16 contrasted 
with 64, its figufes for June 25. 
With the extensive acreage in 
Texas amounting to 40 per cent 
of this year’s record-breaking acre- 
age of 46,400,000 for the whole belt 
the prospect of Texas falling down 
from what looked like a record- 
breaking crop there a month ago, 
to less than an average crop, has 
been the strong bull card advanc- 
ing the cotton markets of the last 
month contributing to the estab- 
lishment of the above mentioned 
high range of prices. 
With the cotton contract list es- 
tablished on the basis of over 25 1-2 
cents trade, buying. however, 
slackened and as the bulk of the 
weak shorts was driven in the mar- 
ket became susceptible to the pres- 
sure of any extensive profit-taking 
from the local trade and southern 
bulls on any occurrence of rain in 
Texas and Oklahoma. 
When they occurred Wednesday 
the market broke from liquidation 
and fresh spéculative selling. There 
was a continuation of that pres- 
sure Thursday and early Friday. 
It sent prices off before the end of 
the forenoon Friday to between 150 
and 155 points for the active trad- 
ing months from Morday's high- 
est prices mentioned above. Oc- 
tober broke to 241-8 cents, De- 
cember 24.16, January 23.60, March 
23.83 and May to 24.15. From 
those prices there was a rally of 
25 to 30 points just before the close 
Friday with October ending at 
24 3-8 cents, December 24.43, Jan- 
uary 23.86, March 24.17, and May 
24.43. These prices compare ‘with 
28 to 29 cents at this time last 
year and 22 to 221-2 cents two 
years ago.

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AN DIEGO'S GROWTH 

An increase of over 5,000,000 gallons of 
water a day in the supply now available by 
the people of San Diego indicates the 
growth of that beautiful Southland city. 
Work has been started on a pipe line to 
utilize the surplus water of the 
River at El Capitan, where it 
verted by a dam and then flow 
the city through a conduit to 
$1,000,000. It is expected that the line will 
be finished and the water running into San 
Diego in six months. 


It has been part of the history of most 
of our Southern California towns that they 
have had to add materially to their water 
supply during the past ten years as the re 
sult of greatly increased population, Aside}; 
from the naturally magnetic properties of 
Los Angeles, this has been one reason why 
so many lesser municipalities have sought 
annexation to this city, though Los Ange- 


les, despite its enormeus water supply, will | 


be unable for the present to annex many 
more small communities because of its own 
requirements. 


Aside from the mecessary increase in her 
water supply, San Diego's growth is well 
illustrated by the building activity since 
1919. That year the total volume of build- 
ing represented $2,800,000. In 1920 the total 
was $3,540,000. Im 1921 it Jumped to $8,230, 
000 and it has been adding over $1,000,000 
in new structures each year since that 
time. Home building, one of the best in- 
dications of progress in any city, has ia- 
creased during the past two years at the 
average rate of 175 new residences montb- 
ly, while the neighboring communities cf 
Coronado, La Jolla, National City and Chu- 
la Vista have taken great strides. 

The Federal census of 1920 gave San 
Diego a population of 74,643, as compared 
with the 1910 figures of 39,578, which is a 
pretty healthy growth in ten years and is 
fairly illustrative of municipal expansion 
in Southern California. The indicated pop- 
ulation, based on the latest city directory, 
is over 132,000. The present rate of in- 
crease tends to show that by 1930 San Die- 
go will have a population of about 200,000, 
or nearly that of Atlant,, Ga., and not very 
far behind Oakland’s present figure. 

One of San Diego's greatest attractions 
is the number of fine beaches close to the 
city. During the past year the demand for 
home sites along the ocean front from 
Ocean Beach to Le Jolla and beyond has 
assumed tremendous proportions. The new 
population along these beaches. as well as 
on the San Diego highlands, has added 
much to the business prosperity of the city, 
and a still greater growth should come dur- 
ing the next few years. Another aid has 
been the expenditure of over $20,000,000 by 
tee Federal government in pursuance of ‘ts 
plan to make that port one of the chief 
naval bases of this country. If President 
Coolidge approves the plan of Secretary 
Wilbur San Diego will become the great 
airport of the nation. 

All in all, the splendid progress of San 
Diego is, indeed, inspiring to those who 
have the interests of Southern California 
at heart. Here, where he set up the cross 
and established the first of the California 
missions, Father Junipero Serra, could he 
behold the place today, would be amazed 
at the spectacle civilization has wrought 
since his crude beginning a century and a 
half ago.

“REDEMPTION” AT 
POTBOITERS HAS 
CURIOUS POWER 


For all that much time has 
elapsed now since “Redemption,” 
by Count Leo Tolstoy, was written, 
there is still about this fateful 
drama a curious fascination. The 
Potboilers are presenting the trag- 
edy this week at the Potboiler Art 
Theater, and while it may not re- 
dound so highly to their credit in 


the performance as some of the 
other plays that they have given, 
the organization merits praise for 
so ambitious an enterprise. 

The opening presentation Satur- 
day evening started late and ran 
until the midnight hour. There 
was an evident need for the speed- 
ing of the tempo. Atmosphere was 
also lacking in the production as 
a whole. 

However, these drawbacks can 
perhaps be overcome, since the or- 
ganization often has to depend on 
performances rather than rehear- 
sals to eliminate the defects of pro- 
duction, 
In a way “Redemption” is re- 
mote. It seems to belong more 
to Russia than to the world. It 
contains a peculiar strain of bit- 
terness, a hopeless and tragic 
struggle for a fantastic and uncer- 
tain ideal which seems strangely 
distant from everyday life—an 
ideal that seems to receive its 
weird embodiment in the strains 
of gypsy music.
